After ringing a few more door- 
bells and approaching the work- 
ers in this way, I came across a 
Negro worker whose water had 
been turned off that day.

When I explained what the 
Party was and did, we agreed 
to form a new block committee 
immediately and fight to get this 
Negro’s water turned on. So we 
went back to all the workers 
who had signed the petition that 
afternoon. 

“We told you a little while 
ago that we lead the fight for 
better conditions. A neighbor of 
yours, we have just found out, 
has had his water turned off to- 
day, and we are forming a block 
committee out of neighbors to 
go and turn it on. We want you 
to come down on the committee 
and make. the water company 
turn on this worker's. water. 

In this way, we got a delega- 
tion of five from the neighbor-

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“dttorial Column 
How fo Fight Mediation Boards 


The mediation board is the latest Roosevelt tactic to fasten 
the chains of slave codes on the workingclass. 
It was used to sell out the auto strike which threatened to 
involve 400,000 workers in a fight for better wages and conditions. 
It was used to sell out the longshoremen on the Pacific Coast and 
stop their strike. It has been used in countless strikes since the 
Weirton coal miners struggle. And in each instance it was put 
over through the aid of A. F. of L. misleaders. 


A 
STRIKING ANYWAY 
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But over this wall of the NRA! and its mediation boards a wave 
of strikes is washing. In Cleveland 8,000 auto mechanics are going 
to strike anyway unless vranted their demands. In Detroit 5600 
are Striking against the “final word’ of a mediation board, and in 
the same city 1100 stove makers went out Monday morning. Hudson 
Motors locked out 18,000 and in Milwaukee 4600 Nash Motors and 
Seaman Body workers struck, refusing the sellout offered. 10090 
upholsterers in Illinois, and 6000 shoe workers striking in Haver- 
hill, Mass., are others of a long list. Decisions of mediations boards 
are binding only if the workers think so. And everywhere in in- 
creasing numbers they are refusing to do so. Where the rank and 
file in the A. F. L. is strong enough they had forced their officials 
to reject the settlement. In other strikes the Trade Union Unity 
League wnions are leading. 

But the organized workers are putting into action what they 
already know—that ‘“‘mediations” are sellouts and that by their own 
fight alone can they win.

Uhi—The “Workingman’s Friend” 


Witness the capitalist Adolph Uhl of San Francisco, who fooled 
enough unemployed and employed workers into thinking he would 
help the jobless, to get elected supervisor last election. 

Since his election Uhl appeared once during an organized pro- 
test at the local soupline and flophouses to clap some ragged coated 
worker on the back and say, “Boys, I’m with you.” ; 

That gesture was more than a month ago, and in that time 
not a finger has he lifted for them, despite delegations coming to 
the City Hall with demands several times. 

Now that the CWA has thrown its workers back onto local 
relief, Uhl proves once more whose friend he is. He opposes even 
the unemployment bonds proposed, rotten and inadequate as they 
are. The proposal to partially restore the cut in salaries of city 
employees finds him so upset that he is calling a mass meeting to 
fight it and save the pockets of those industrialists who backed 
him in the election race and who now demand that he keep his 
promise to them. Employees were compelled to “give voluntarily 
his pay cut which he proposes to make permanent and so put the 
burden of relief on the workers, insofar as he can. But realizing 
this is nowhere near sufficient he comes forth again with his plan 
to stop the present meager cash relief, and to substitute a worke 
system—scrip, with all its loopholes of corruption, graft and rotten 


food at high prices. 


FORGETS PROMISES 


Last Saturday a delegation was elected by more than five thou- 
sand workers in the Civic Center demonstration for Unemployment 
Insurance, continuation of CWA or similar jobs and for adequate 
cash relief.

REAL and FAKE UNEMPLOYMENT 
INSURANCE 


Clonee tiemmemernmecatiiined 
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Ever since the first militant 
hunger marchers led by the Un- 
employed Councils raised the cry 
for unemployment insurance, the 
capitalist experts have been en- 
gaged in cooking up all manner 
of fake schemes to substitute for 
a real unemployment bill. No 
two of the boss plans are alike, 
but they all have common pur- 
poses, directed against the de- 
mand for bread, and aimed at 
protecting the profits of the ¢éa- 
pitalists 

As early as 1930 and 1931, 
the National Manufacturers As- 
sociation sent a gang of highly 
paid expert publicity men around 
the country to pretend to put 
over unemployment insurance for 
the workers. Unemployment in- 
surance free, for nothing, for the 
workers, by the capitalists!: The 
show was put on in favor of 
“voluntary” unemployment insur- 
ance by the bosses and against 
compulsory unemployment insur- 
ance voted by the legislatures. 
The National Industrial Confer- 
ence Board, an organization form- 
ed by the biggest capitalists and 
parading as an “impartial fact- 
finding’’ board of experts was 
mustered into service to publish 
“studies” to show how good that 
was. The U. S. Dept. of Labor 
made “‘survey” of voluntary plans. 
William Green and his bureau- 
cratic AF of L henchmen opposed 
“government interference’ with 
the natural right of workers to 
starve under capitalism as ‘“Un- 
American” and interference with 
“individual liberty’’. He jam- 
med his resolution through at the 
Vancouver convention. 

What happened to these ‘“‘vol- 


untary” plans, a handful of 
which had been in existence for 
many years — wrung by the 


mass pressure of the workers in 
the period immediately after the 
war? All these voluntary plans 
were collapsing and being dis- 
continued while the boss agita- 
tion in their favor was going on. 


GROWING RANK AND 
FILE DEMAND. 


The growing militaney of the 
workers and mass pressure mobi- 
lized by the Rank and File Com- 
mittees for Unemployment Insur- 
ance within the AF of L forced 
Mr. Bill Green to change his tune 
and try to behead the movement 
by taking the lead in it. The 
bosses with whom Bill Green is 
allied also changed their tune. 
“Industry must recognize’,, they 
announce through the National 
Conference Board, ‘the inevit- 
ableness of legislation in some 
form in the near future. 
question therefore arises: 
form of legislation would be 
most acceptable to industry?”’ 

The “most acceptable form” is 
one which would eut benefits bhe- 
low the present low standards of 
relief, require payments by the 
workers, be limited to those now 
employed and rule out the 16,-

militant workers, against inde- 
pendent organization of the wor- 
kers and against strikes.

It merely pro- 
vides a payroll tax from which 
the employers can deduct their 
contributions to state insurance 
or reserve funds. It is admitted- 
ly designed merely to ‘‘encourage”’ 
the states to pass unemployment 
insurance or reserve bills. The 
requirements set up by the ma- 
nufacturers are definitely recog- 
nized as satisfactory. These are: 

1.—The plan to be based on 
the “reserve principle’, no pool- 
ing of employers’ contributions, 
and employee as well as employer 
contributions required. 

2.—The plan limited “to the 
more stable and permanent work- 
ing force’, (ruling out the 16,- 
000,000 now. unemployed, and 
‘temporary’? employees) and re- 
quirement of ‘‘a reasonably long 
waiting period following loss of 
employment during which no 
benefits are payable.” 

3.—Benefits limited to maxi-

While professors in gen eral 
are often satirized as having

POSTPONEMENTS. 


The Wagner Bill would not go 
into effect until July 1936: The 
Green-Perkins-Wagner-Lewis com« 
bine thus hold up hope to the 
bosses in the face of the growing 
mass pressure for the Workers 
Unemployment and Social Insur- 
ance Act, H. R. 7598. To divert 
the masses they propose, no Fed- 
eral unemployment insurance, de 
finite postponement of any state 
insurance until July 1936, after 
which it can be postponed again,

WHAT TO FIGHT FOR. 


The Workers’ Bill is the only 
unemployment insurance bill in- 
troduced in Congress. It can be 
put through by resisting the 
Wagner deceit and by the preg- 
sure of the workers. Even be- 
fore it was introduced in Con- 
gress 1400 AF of L locals had 
already endorsed it. Many other 
workers and farmers organiza- 
tions, including the Unemployed 
Councils and all TUUL unions 
had endorsed it. 
dorsements have been rolling in 
daily, as many as 70 AF of hb 
locals having endorsed it in one 
day. Three state Federations, 
the National Unemployment Con- 
vention with 1,00 delegates re- 
presenting over 3,000,000 work- 
ers and farmers, and dozens of 
city councils, including such ei 
ties as Minneapolis and Toledo 
have endorsed the Workers’ Bill. 
The Workers’ Bill chailenges the 
manufacturers on each of the 
three issues mentioned above. It 
provides: 

1.—Funds. raised by 
tance, gift and ineome 
“No tax or contribution 
form shall be levied 
workers’’.

It also specifically provides for 
administration by representatives 
elected by the rank and file of 
workers and farmers organiza- 
tions, and that no one may be 
disqualified from benefits for re- 
fusing to act as a strike-breaker.
